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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,4-7, 9,1 1,12, and 14-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Abel. Abel shows the use of a child seat linking device comprising two movable linking 
components (20,21) between an idle and working position, return means (22) which returns the 
linking components to the idle position and a tension indication means (30) which uses a needle 
that's rotatable. The length of a strap may be adjusted by the tension applied to the strap (see 
Figs. 6. and 8). Abel discloses that one component is secured to the child seat via the strap (16) 
at its base and that the device may be secured within a vehicle. Abel further discloses that the 
strap may be adjusted (for tensioning) by a bracket (see col. 6 lines 55-64), which has two 
parallel housings (see Fig. 8) and the components may comprise electrical devices. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject nnatter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8,10 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Abel. 
Abel discloses that the return means may comprise a spring-loaded cam, (see col. 5 line 3) but 
fails to teach the use of a spring as being parallel to the axis of movement or torsional. It would 
have been an obvious matter of design choice to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use a spring parallel to the axis of movement or torsional since applicant has 
disclosed that a spring parallel to the axis of movement or torsional solves any stated problem. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2-3 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
